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Introduction : 


We live in a time where using the word "Mawla " used to show Fazail of 
Sahabi Hadrat AN [ra] has been made into a controversial issue. There are 
Two deviant groups , one deviant group of Rafzis (hater of Sahabas [ra] ) 
tries to show that the title "Mawla " for Hadrat AN [radhiallahanhu] means 
that Hadrat AN [ra] is above in status then all Prophets of Allah [Excluding 
Prophet Muhammad # ] and also greater in status then all sahabas [ra] 
which include Abu bakr [ra], umar, uthman [ra] . 

Where as another deviant group of Nasibis (hater of Able bait) reject fazaila 
of Hadrat AN [ra] and try their best to prove that hadith giving title of Mawla 
to Hadrat AN [ra] is weak/daeef or unauthentic and hence shouldn't be used 
with him . 

Ahlus sunnah wal jammah (sunni muslims ) has moderate stance . We reject 
both Rafzis & Nasibis extremist point of on this issue and believe that the 
Title of "Mawla " is to be used and proven to be used from several Sahih 
hadith for Mawla AN [ra] , but on other hand we also reject the belief that 
this title shows that hadrat AN [ra] is greater in status then all Prophets of 
Allah or greater in status then Khalifa Abu bakr [ra] . 

Meaning of Mawla in Urdu language : 

In Urdu language, word Mawla usually means God and is mostly used for 
God.

Using Word "Mawla " for Hadrat Ali doesn't means he is 
Afzal in status then Abu Bakr [ra] : 

Ahlus sunnah wal jammah (sunni muslims ) believe that after all the 
Prophets [alehislam ] the greatest in spiritual status among ummah of 
Prophet S is Abu Bakr [ra] . There are countless hadiths on Fazail/virtues of 
Abu bakr [ra] proving his highest status among Sahabas [ra] and there is 
ijma of Ahlus sunnah on this for last 1400 years.

"YazTd bin 'Umar bin Muwarriq narrates: At one occasion I was in Syria when 
'Umar bin 'Abd-ul-'AzTz (RA) was ladling out his blessings to the people. So I 
went to him, he asked me which tribe did I belong to? I said: to Quraysh. He 
asked: which (branch) of the Quraysh? I said: BanT Hashim. He asked: which 
(family) of BanT Hashim. The narrator says: I kept silent. He asked (again): 
which family of BanT Hashim? I said: (the family) of Mawla. 'AIT. He asked 
me: who is 'AIT? I kept quiet. The narrator says he placed his hand on my 
chest and said: By God! I am a slave of 'AIT bin AbT Talib (RA). And then 
added: I have heard countless people say that they heard it from the 
Prophet (SAW): one who has me as his Mawla has 'All as his Mawla. 
Then he asked Muzahim: How much are you giving to the people of this 
category? He replied: hundred or two hundred dirhams. At this he said: give 
him fifty dinar on account of his nearness to 'AIT bin AbT Talib (RA) — and 
(according to the tradition) narrated by Ibn AbT DawGd (he directed that he 
should be paid) sixty dinar — and (facing him) he said: you go back to your 
city and you will get your share equal to that of your tribesmen.
